portion of the Coſts and Charges, ſo to be ſettled and aſcertained as 
aforeſaid, for the Space of Three Months after the Time limited and 
appointed for Payment thereof, then, and in ſuch Caſe, the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, and their Succeſſors, or any Five or more of them, 
ſhall and may, by Warrant or Warrants under their Hands and Seals, 
cauſe the ſame to be levied by Diſtreſs and Sale of the Goods and Chat- 
tels of the Perſon or Perſons ſo refuſing or neglecting as aforeſaid, ren- 
dering the Overplus; if any (after the Charges and Expences attending 
ſuch Diſtreſs and Sale, ſhall be deducted), unto the Perſon or Perſons on 
whom ſuch Diſtreſs ſhall be made ; or otherwiſe it ſhall and may be 
lawful for the ſaid Commiſſioners, and their Succeſſors, or any Five 
or more of them, by Writing under their Hands and Seals, to authorize 
and impower One or more Perſon or Perſons to enter into and upon the 
Premiſes, ſo to be aſſigned and allotted to the Perſon and Perſons ſo re- 
ting or neglecting to pay as aforeſaid, and to take and receive the 
Rents, Iſſues, and Profits thereof, until thereby or therewith, or other- 
wiſe, the Share and Proportion of the Coſts and Charges, ſo to be ſet- 
led and aſcertained by the ſaid Commiſſioners to be paid by ſuch Per- 
lon or Perſons as aforeſaid, and alſo the Coſts, Charges, and Expences, 
occaſioned by ſuch Entry upon and Perception of the Rents and Profits 
of the fame Premiſes, ball be fully paid and ſatisfied. 


And whereas ſeveral of the Owners and Proprietors of Lands and 
rounds lying in the common Fields, common Meadows, and com- 
mon Grounds, ſo intended and agreed to be divided and incloſed as 
aforeſaid, may have Occaſion to bortow Money to pay and defray 
their reſpective Shares and Proportions of the Charges and Expences 
acident to and attending ſuch W and Diviſion, and the obtain- 
e ing 
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ing and paſſing this Act; and cannot, by reaſon of ſome Sertlems, 
or Settlements already made of the faid Grounds, Lands, and pf. 
miſes, or ſome Parts thereof, or other Impediments reſpectively al. 
fecting the ſame, make an effectual Security thereon for the Money | 
to be to them reſpectively advanced and lent for that Purpoſe; It i 
therefoze hereby Enacted and Declared, That it hall and n 
be lawful to and for any of the Owners and Proprietors, for the Tim: 
being, of Lands and Grounds lying in the common Fields and com. 
mon Grounds ſo intended to be incloſed reſpeQively; his, her, an, 
their Truſtee or Truſtees, Guardian or Guardians reſpeRtively, to 
| charge the Lands and Grounds, which ſhall be aſſigned and allotted t, 
them reſpectively by virtue and in purſuance of this Act, with an 
Sum or Sums of Money, not exceeding Twenty Shillings, for eyery 
Acre of the Lands and Grounds fo to be allotted to them reſpeCtively, 
to be paid to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as the ſaid Commiſſioners, an; 
their Succeſſors, or any Five or more of them, ſhall for that pur 
poſe reſpectively nominate and appoint, in order to be applied and 
diſpoſed of for ſuch Purpoſes as afore-mentioned, and for ſecuring 
the Re payment of the ſaid Sum or Sums of Money, with Interef 
to grant, mortgage, leaſe, or demiſe, the Lands and Grounds ſo to he 
charged, unto ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall advance and lend the 
ſame reſpectively, for any Term or Number of Years ; fo as ſuch Gran 
or Demiſe be made with a Proviſo or Condition to ceaſe and be void, 
or with an expreſs Truſt to be ſurrendered, when ſuch Sum or Sum 
of Money ſo to be ſecured, with the Intereſt thereof, ſhall be fully 
ſatisfied and paid; and that eyery ſuch Grant, Mortgage, Leaſe, or De- 
miſe, of the faid Grounds, Lands, and Premiſes, or any Part or Part 

thereof, ſo to be made in purſuance of this Act, ſhall be good, valid, 
and effectual in the Law, for the Purpoſe thereby intended, notwith- 
ſtanding any Settlement, Will, Truſt, Uſe, Remainder, or Limits 
tion, of or concerning the ſame Grounds, Lands, and Premiſes, or 


any Part or Parts thereof, now in being, or capable of taking Effed, 
to the contrary. | ; 


And it is hereby further Enatted, That all and every Perſe 
and Perſons, to whom any Lands or Grounds ſhall be allotred in pur- 

ſuance of this preſent Act, ſhall accept his, her, and their, reſpective 
Allotments and Shares within the Space of Six Calendar Months 
after the Execution of the ſaid Award or Inftrument ; and Notice in 
Writing, affixed on the Door of the Pariſh Church of Harmſton afote- 
faid, for that Purpoſe : And that in caſe any Perſon ſhall refuſe or ne- 
glect to accept of his or her Share or N Ku within the Time 
above- mentioned, every ſuch Perſon ſo refuſing or neglecting ſhall be 
totally excluded from having or receiving any Benefit or Advantage 
by this Act, and alſo from any Eſtate, Intereſt, or Right of Common 


whatſoever, in or upon any of the Lands aſſigned or allotted to any 
other Perſon or Perſons in purſuance thereof. 


, | And 
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And it is hereby further Enatted, That if any of the ſaid Com: 
miſſioners herein before named ſhall happen to die; or refuſe to act, 
before the faid Inſtrument or Award hall be made and executed as 
aforeſaid, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſurviving Com- 
miſſiopers, or any Five or more of them, within Thirty Days after 
ſuch Death or Refuſal, to nominate and appoint, by Writing under 
their Hands and Seals, another Commiſſioner, not de in the 
ſaid intended Incloſure, in the room and ſtead of him and them fo 
dying, or refuſing to act; and that every ſuch Commiſſioner, ſo to be 


elected, ſhall have the like Power and Authority as the Commiſſioner 
in whoſe place he ſhall ſucceed was inveſted with. 


And it is hereby further Enatted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
and their Succeſſors, or any Five or more of them, ſhall and may, 
and they are hereby authorized and required to give, or cauſe to be 
given, Notice in the Pariſh Church of Harmſton aforeſaid; upon ſome 
Sunday Morning immediately after Divine Service, of the Time and 
Place of the Firſt Meeting of the ſaid Commiſſioners, for the Execu- 
tion of the Powers hereby veſted in them; at leaſt Ten Days be- 
fore ſuch Meeting; and they ſhall alſo give Notice of every ſubſe- 
quent Meeting for putting in Execution the Powers veſted in them by 
this Act, at the Pariſh Church aforeſaid, on the Sunday next preceding 
the ſame reſpectively, Meetings by Adjournment only excepted.
